REMARKS 

Requirement for Flectio n of Species 

The Office Action alleged that this application contains claims directed to the following 

patentably distinct species of the claimed invention. 

Species 1 : described in specification starting on page 5, line 25 and also depicted by 

figure 4; 

Species 2: described in the specification starting on page 8, line 5, and also depicted by 
figure 5A; 

Species 3: described in the specification starting on page 8, line 16, and also depicted by 
figure 5B; and 

Species 4: described in the specification starting on page 8, line 29, and also depicted by 
figure 6. 

Applicant hereby elects species 3, with traverse. In this regard, Applicant respectfully 
submits that the various embodiments illustrated in figs. 4, 5A, 5B, and 6 are logical variants of 
one another, and are not sufficiently distinct to warrant separate species treatment. Claims 1 , 8, 
9, and 15 each read directly on this species. 

All claims 1-15 remain pending in this application and all are believed to define over the 

prior art.
